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he National Inventory of Treatment Programs for Child Sexual Abuse Offenders was 

first published by the Canadian Child Welfare Association in 1989. It has proven to be 
a useful resource and has been used by individuals and organizations across Canada. The 
Family Violence Prevention Division of Health and Welfare Canada provided the financial 
support to update and revise the 1989 listing and to make it available, through the 
National Clearing House on Family Violence, to individuals, organizations and 
government departments across the country. 


All programs previously listed in the Inventory have been contacted for updated program 
descriptions, and an additional 1,000 individuals, agencies and goverment departments 
were contacted in an effort to locate any new treatment programs. While some of the 
programs listed in 1989 no longer exist, new programs have been developed in several 
regions. 


Programs are listed by province and by city in alphabetical order. For further information 
on any of the programs, it is recommended that you contact the treatment program 
directly (telephone numbers, addresses and names of contact persons are included in the 
program descriptions).

Both one-to-one and group programming are offered. The offender must accept responsibility for 
his offence, without minimizing or projecting the blame onto others. Screening is intensive and the 
offender must demonstrate some commitment to being involved in the program. The treatment 
model has evolved into an offence specific intervention. Treatment includes: educational, and a 
cognitive-behavioral approach. The goal is to help the offender break their cycle of offending 
behaviour by identifying and controlling their arousal pattern and learning how to solve 
non-sexual problems in non-sexual ways. The group process also helps restore self-esteem, 
self-awareness, and develops mutual concern and empathy for other group members. A research 
component has been built into the program, using the following scales to measure change: the 
Index of Self-esteem (Hudson), Abel and Becker Cognition Scale, and an attitude toward women 
scale. Results should be available in the fall of 1993.

The National Inventory of Treatment Programs for Child Sexual Abuse Offenders was first published by 
the Canadian Child Welfare Association in 1989. It has proven to be a useful resource and has been used 
by individuals and organizations across Canada. The Family Violence Prevention Division of Health 
Canada provided the financial support to update and revise the 1989, 1993 and 1996 listings and to make 
it available, through the National Clearinghouse on Family Violence, to individuals, organizations and 
government departments across the country.
